City Fathers Discover 


There's trouble brewing in the 


municipal 
government 
of Little 


Rock. The city fathers started 1955 
with a budget already in the red 
to the tune of $36,873, and woke up 
Wednesday to the 
fact that new 


state laws granting 13 extra paid 
working days per year to firemen 
and policemen would increase tha 
deficit to $80,750. 


Cities are prohibited by the Ar- 


kansas constitution from operating 
with a deficit and are subject to a 
heavy fine if they do so. Therefore 
the Little Rock council prepared 
to cut pay scales and municipal 
personnel, 
and thp firemen and 


policemen were talking about 
a 


strike — when we left the situation 
to write 
this piece 
Wednesday 


night. 


Alderman 
James 
A. Griffey's 


Finance Committee was particular- 
ly hot 
because of the 
way city 


employes "by-passed" the council 
and mayor and worked with the 
legislators to get the pay-hike bills, 
Acts 
132 and 133, 
through the 


General Assembly. 


And yet the Little Rock govern- 


ment along with the governments 
of other 
Arkansas cities, 
was 


previously guilty of "by-passing" 
its ov/n 
citizens and 
voters and 


going to the legislature for a big 
share of funds 
which originally 


belonged to the public schools. I 
mean Act 118 of 1953. Under this 
•act the city and county governments 
of Arkansas are digging 5 million 
dollars 
a year out 
of the Stale 


Stabilization 
Fund, 
where sales 


tax, tobacco tax, and other special 
levies aimed chiefly to help the 
public schools, ate deposited. 


Last year the City of Hope got 


$24,000 and Hempstead county got 
$36.000 under Act 118. The publish- 
ed figures for Little Rock show ihat 
the city government got from all 
state 
sources — Act 118 plus 


gasoline 
tax aid 
for streets — 


$409.000, while Little Rock schools 
collected more than $600,000 state 
aid . . . meaning that Little Rock 
as 
a whole 
"takes" the state 


government for better than a mil- 
lion a year. 


Little Rock property owners put 


up only 
$498,000 of last 
year's 


municipal budget, while the city 
fathers were digging $409,000 out 
of the state treasury. 


When this sort of thing is going 


on among the elective officials of 
city government 
it is a form of 


retribution for 
them to discover 


that they in turn arc being under- 
mined by their hired employes, who 
have ignored city authority and run 
off to the legislature to get a couple 
of state laws enacted. 


The most ignored 
man in this 


whole deal, of course, is Mr.' John 
Citizen. Kis locally elected officials 
no longer bother to ask him how 
much 
money local 
government 


should spend, nor where the money 
is to be gotten; and now he is twice 
ignored — not only by his elected 
officials but by the municipal hired 
hands as well. 


What Arkansas needs is a first- 


class 
house-cleaning — and the 


place to start is at the local level. 


Make all cities and counties put 


back the Stolen state-aid school 
money. 


And knock off systematically in 


every local election the people who 
are lobbying in Little Rock instead 
of tending to the business here 
at 


home for which the people elected 
them. 


Unless' 
the finance 
and the 


authority are 
controlled by the 


home citizens we no longer have 
local self-government. This I don't 
believe. I think local officials 
are 


still controlled by the local voters — 
and 
local public 
employes are 


controlled by 
the people we have 


put in charge of them ... no matter 
how many 
misguided souls have 


gone to Little Rock and got a law 
passed that the rest of us sooner or 
later will manage to repeal. 


The people always have as 
a 


last recourse the right to initiate a 
repeal bill — and the time for that 
is now.

City Fathers Discover 


There's trouble brewing in the 


municipal 
government 
of Little 


Rock. The city fathers started 1955 
with a budget already in the red 
to the tune of $36,873, and woke up 
Wednesday to the 
fact that new 


state laws granting 13 extra paid 
working days per year to firemen 
and policemen would increase tha 
deficit to $80,750. 


Cities are prohibited by the Ar- 


kansas constitution from operating 
with a deficit and are subject to a 
heavy fine if they do so. Therefore 
the Little Rock council prepared 
to cut pay scales and municipal 
personnel, 
and thp firemen and 


policemen were talking about 
a 


strike — when we left the situation 
to write 
this piece 
Wednesday 


night. 


Alderman 
James 
A. Griffey's 


Finance Committee was particular- 
ly hot 
because of the 
way city 


employes "by-passed" the council 
and mayor and worked with the 
legislators to get the pay-hike bills, 
Acts 
132 and 133, 
through the 


General Assembly. 


And yet the Little Rock govern- 


ment along with the governments 
of other 
Arkansas cities, 
was 


previously guilty of "by-passing" 
its ov/n 
citizens and 
voters and 


going to the legislature for a big 
share of funds 
which originally 


belonged to the public schools. I 
mean Act 118 of 1953. Under this 
•act the city and county governments 
of Arkansas are digging 5 million 
dollars 
a year out 
of the Stale 


Stabilization 
Fund, 
where sales 


tax, tobacco tax, and other special 
levies aimed chiefly to help the 
public schools, ate deposited. 


Last year the City of Hope got 


$24,000 and Hempstead county got 
$36.000 under Act 118. The publish- 
ed figures for Little Rock show ihat 
the city government got from all 
state 
sources — Act 118 plus 


gasoline 
tax aid 
for streets — 


$409.000, while Little Rock schools 
collected more than $600,000 state 
aid . . . meaning that Little Rock 
as 
a whole 
"takes" the state 


government for better than a mil- 
lion a year. 


Little Rock property owners put 


up only 
$498,000 of last 
year's 


municipal budget, while the city 
fathers were digging $409,000 out 
of the state treasury. 


When this sort of thing is going 


on among the elective officials of 
city government 
it is a form of 


retribution for 
them to discover 


that they in turn arc being under- 
mined by their hired employes, who 
have ignored city authority and run 
off to the legislature to get a couple 
of state laws enacted. 


The most ignored 
man in this 


whole deal, of course, is Mr.' John 
Citizen. Kis locally elected officials 
no longer bother to ask him how 
much 
money local 
government 


should spend, nor where the money 
is to be gotten; and now he is twice 
ignored — not only by his elected 
officials but by the municipal hired 
hands as well. 


What Arkansas needs is a first- 


class 
house-cleaning — and the 


place to start is at the local level. 


Make all cities and counties put 


back the Stolen state-aid school 
money. 


And knock off systematically in 


every local election the people who 
are lobbying in Little Rock instead 
of tending to the business here 
at 


home for which the people elected 
them. 


Unless' 
the finance 
and the 


authority are 
controlled by the 


home citizens we no longer have 
local self-government. This I don't 
believe. I think local officials 
are 


still controlled by the local voters — 
and 
local public 
employes are 


controlled by 
the people we have 


put in charge of them ... no matter 
how many 
misguided souls have 


gone to Little Rock and got a law 
passed that the rest of us sooner or 
later will manage to repeal. 


The people always have as 
a 


last recourse the right to initiate a 
repeal bill — and the time for that 
is now.

City Fathers Discover 


There's trouble brewing in the 


municipal 
government 
of Little 


Rock. The city fathers started 1955 
with a budget already in the red 
to the tune of $36,873, and woke up 
Wednesday to the 
fact that new 


state laws granting 13 extra paid 
working days per year to firemen 
and policemen would increase tha 
deficit to $80,750. 


Cities are prohibited by the Ar- 


kansas constitution from operating 
with a deficit and are subject to a 
heavy fine if they do so. Therefore 
the Little Rock council prepared 
to cut pay scales and municipal 
personnel, 
and thp firemen and 


policemen were talking about 
a 


strike — when we left the situation 
to write 
this piece 
Wednesday 


night. 


Alderman 
James 
A. Griffey's 


Finance Committee was particular- 
ly hot 
because of the 
way city 


employes "by-passed" the council 
and mayor and worked with the 
legislators to get the pay-hike bills, 
Acts 
132 and 133, 
through the 


General Assembly. 


And yet the Little Rock govern- 


ment along with the governments 
of other 
Arkansas cities, 
was 


previously guilty of "by-passing" 
its ov/n 
citizens and 
voters and 


going to the legislature for a big 
share of funds 
which originally 


belonged to the public schools. I 
mean Act 118 of 1953. Under this 
•act the city and county governments 
of Arkansas are digging 5 million 
dollars 
a year out 
of the Stale 


Stabilization 
Fund, 
where sales 


tax, tobacco tax, and other special 
levies aimed chiefly to help the 
public schools, ate deposited. 


Last year the City of Hope got 


$24,000 and Hempstead county got 
$36.000 under Act 118. The publish- 
ed figures for Little Rock show ihat 
the city government got from all 
state 
sources — Act 118 plus 


gasoline 
tax aid 
for streets — 


$409.000, while Little Rock schools 
collected more than $600,000 state 
aid . . . meaning that Little Rock 
as 
a whole 
"takes" the state 


government for better than a mil- 
lion a year. 


Little Rock property owners put 


up only 
$498,000 of last 
year's 


municipal budget, while the city 
fathers were digging $409,000 out 
of the state treasury. 


When this sort of thing is going 


on among the elective officials of 
city government 
it is a form of 


retribution for 
them to discover 


that they in turn arc being under- 
mined by their hired employes, who 
have ignored city authority and run 
off to the legislature to get a couple 
of state laws enacted. 


The most ignored 
man in this 


whole deal, of course, is Mr.' John 
Citizen. Kis locally elected officials 
no longer bother to ask him how 
much 
money local 
government 


should spend, nor where the money 
is to be gotten; and now he is twice 
ignored — not only by his elected 
officials but by the municipal hired 
hands as well. 


What Arkansas needs is a first- 


class 
house-cleaning — and the 


place to start is at the local level. 


Make all cities and counties put 


back the Stolen state-aid school 
money. 


And knock off systematically in 


every local election the people who 
are lobbying in Little Rock instead 
of tending to the business here 
at 


home for which the people elected 
them. 


Unless' 
the finance 
and the 


authority are 
controlled by the 


home citizens we no longer have 
local self-government. This I don't 
believe. I think local officials 
are 


still controlled by the local voters — 
and 
local public 
employes are 


controlled by 
the people we have 


put in charge of them ... no matter 
how many 
misguided souls have 


gone to Little Rock and got a law 
passed that the rest of us sooner or 
later will manage to repeal. 


The people always have as 
a 


last recourse the right to initiate a 
repeal bill — and the time for that 
is now.

City Fathers Discover 


There's trouble brewing in the 


municipal 
government 
of Little 


Rock. The city fathers started 1955 
with a budget already in the red 
to the tune of $36,873, and woke up 
Wednesday to the 
fact that new 


state laws granting 13 extra paid 
working days per year to firemen 
and policemen would increase tha 
deficit to $80,750. 


Cities are prohibited by the Ar- 


kansas constitution from operating 
with a deficit and are subject to a 
heavy fine if they do so. Therefore 
the Little Rock council prepared 
to cut pay scales and municipal 
personnel, 
and thp firemen and 


policemen were talking about 
a 


strike — when we left the situation 
to write 
this piece 
Wednesday 


night. 


Alderman 
James 
A. Griffey's 


Finance Committee was particular- 
ly hot 
because of the 
way city 


employes "by-passed" the council 
and mayor and worked with the 
legislators to get the pay-hike bills, 
Acts 
132 and 133, 
through the 


General Assembly. 


And yet the Little Rock govern- 


ment along with the governments 
of other 
Arkansas cities, 
was 


previously guilty of "by-passing" 
its ov/n 
citizens and 
voters and 


going to the legislature for a big 
share of funds 
which originally 


belonged to the public schools. I 
mean Act 118 of 1953. Under this 
•act the city and county governments 
of Arkansas are digging 5 million 
dollars 
a year out 
of the Stale 


Stabilization 
Fund, 
where sales 


tax, tobacco tax, and other special 
levies aimed chiefly to help the 
public schools, ate deposited. 


Last year the City of Hope got 


$24,000 and Hempstead county got 
$36.000 under Act 118. The publish- 
ed figures for Little Rock show ihat 
the city government got from all 
state 
sources — Act 118 plus 


gasoline 
tax aid 
for streets — 


$409.000, while Little Rock schools 
collected more than $600,000 state 
aid . . . meaning that Little Rock 
as 
a whole 
"takes" the state 


government for better than a mil- 
lion a year. 


Little Rock property owners put 


up only 
$498,000 of last 
year's 


municipal budget, while the city 
fathers were digging $409,000 out 
of the state treasury. 


When this sort of thing is going 


on among the elective officials of 
city government 
it is a form of 


retribution for 
them to discover 


that they in turn arc being under- 
mined by their hired employes, who 
have ignored city authority and run 
off to the legislature to get a couple 
of state laws enacted. 


The most ignored 
man in this 


whole deal, of course, is Mr.' John 
Citizen. Kis locally elected officials 
no longer bother to ask him how 
much 
money local 
government 


should spend, nor where the money 
is to be gotten; and now he is twice 
ignored — not only by his elected 
officials but by the municipal hired 
hands as well. 


What Arkansas needs is a first- 


class 
house-cleaning — and the 


place to start is at the local level. 


Make all cities and counties put 


back the Stolen state-aid school 
money. 


And knock off systematically in 


every local election the people who 
are lobbying in Little Rock instead 
of tending to the business here 
at 


home for which the people elected 
them. 


Unless' 
the finance 
and the 


authority are 
controlled by the 


home citizens we no longer have 
local self-government. This I don't 
believe. I think local officials 
are 


still controlled by the local voters — 
and 
local public 
employes are 


controlled by 
the people we have 


put in charge of them ... no matter 
how many 
misguided souls have 


gone to Little Rock and got a law 
passed that the rest of us sooner or 
later will manage to repeal. 


The people always have as 
a 


last recourse the right to initiate a 
repeal bill — and the time for that 
is now.

Lobby Game, Little Hock 


City Fathers Discover 


There's trouble brewing in the 


municipal 
government 
of Little 


Rock. The city fathers started 1955 
with a budget already in the red 
to the tune of $36,873, and woke up 
Wednesday to the 
fact that new 


state laws granting 13 extra paid 
working days per year to firemen 
and policemen would increase tha 
deficit to $80,750. 


Cities are prohibited by the Ar- 


kansas constitution from operating 
with a deficit and are subject to a 
heavy fine if they do so. Therefore 
the Little Rock council prepared 
to cut pay scales and municipal 
personnel, 
and thp firemen and 


policemen were talking about 
a 


strike — when we left the situation 
to write 
this piece 
Wednesday 


night. 


Alderman 
James 
A. Griffey's 


Finance Committee was particular- 
ly hot 
because of the 
way city 


employes "by-passed" the council 
and mayor and worked with the 
legislators to get the pay-hike bills, 
Acts 
132 and 133, 
through the 


General Assembly. 


And yet the Little Rock govern- 


ment along with the governments 
of other 
Arkansas cities, 
was 


previously guilty of "by-passing" 
its ov/n 
citizens and 
voters and 


going to the legislature for a big 
share of funds 
which originally 


belonged to the public schools. I 
mean Act 118 of 1953. Under this 
•act the city and county governments 
of Arkansas are digging 5 million 
dollars 
a year out 
of the Stale 


Stabilization 
Fund, 
where sales 


tax, tobacco tax, and other special 
levies aimed chiefly to help the 
public schools, ate deposited. 


Last year the City of Hope got 


$24,000 and Hempstead county got 
$36.000 under Act 118. The publish- 
ed figures for Little Rock show ihat 
the city government got from all 
state 
sources — Act 118 plus 


gasoline 
tax aid 
for streets — 


$409.000, while Little Rock schools 
collected more than $600,000 state 
aid . . . meaning that Little Rock 
as 
a whole 
"takes" the state 


government for better than a mil- 
lion a year. 


Little Rock property owners put 


up only 
$498,000 of last 
year's 


municipal budget, while the city 
fathers were digging $409,000 out 
of the state treasury. 


When this sort of thing is going 


on among the elective officials of 
city government 
it is a form of 


retribution for 
them to discover 


that they in turn arc being under- 
mined by their hired employes, who 
have ignored city authority and run 
off to the legislature to get a couple 
of state laws enacted. 


The most ignored 
man in this 


whole deal, of course, is Mr.' John 
Citizen. Kis locally elected officials 
no longer bother to ask him how 
much 
money local 
government 


should spend, nor where the money 
is to be gotten; and now he is twice 
ignored — not only by his elected 
officials but by the municipal hired 
hands as well. 


What Arkansas needs is a first- 


class

The English, who came to Ireland 
for a brief visit and stayed on for 
several centuries, lured my inno- 
cent ancestors into changing the 
name from O'Baoghiil to Boghill, 
then Boylagh and then Boyle.

of Chief O'Baoghiil. 


This 
is 
Gaelic 
for 
O'Boghill, 


which I gather means we sprang 
from 
a high place in a swamp 


The English, who came to Ireland 
for a brief visit and stayed on for 
several centuries, lured my inno- 
cent ancestors into changing the 
name from O'Baoghiil to Boghill, 
then Boylagh and then Boyle. 


My free-wheeling clansmen one 


ran the Barony of 'Boylagh, 
but 


somebody sure must 
have 
fore- 


closed a lot of mortgages on them. 
For Grandfather Boyle, who emi- 
grated here in the last century, 
spent most of his life digging coal 
in a Missouri pit he never owned.

from

The English, who came to Ireland 
for a brief visit and stayed on for 
several centuries, lured my inno- 
cent ancestors into changing the 
name from O'Baoghiil to Boghill, 
then Boylagh and then Boyle. 


My free-wheeling clansmen one 


ran the Barony of 'Boylagh, 
but

from

The English, who came to Ireland 
for a brief visit and stayed on for 
several centuries, lured my inno- 
cent ancestors into changing the 
name from O'Baoghiil to Boghill, 
then Boylagh and then Boyle. 


My free-wheeling clansmen one 


ran the Barony of 'Boylagh, 
but

pens to Harold

This 
is 
Gaelic 
for 
O'Boghill, 


which I gather means we sprang 
from 
a high place in a swamp 


The English, who came to Ireland 
for a brief visit and stayed on for 
several centuries, lured my inno- 
cent ancestors into changing the 
name from O'Baoghiil to Boghill, 
then Boylagh and then Boyle. 


My free-wheeling clansmen one 


ran the Barony of 'Boylagh, 
but 


somebody sure must

is the world's most famous and 
successful hobbyist. 


That may sound like an odd des- 


cription of the creator who 
has 


been called Hollywood's only true 
genius. But Walt himself admits 
that he loves his work. Maybe 
that's whay he has been so suc- 
cessful at it. 


"You 
might say that I have com 


mercialized my hobbies," he said 
in his informal office, where he 
is surrounded by replicas of 
his 


carton figures and posters of fu- 
ture attractions. "As far back as 
I can remember, I loved to draw." 


When he was 14, he 
attended 


three months of Saturday 
art 


classes. After the first World War 
he took a year and a half of night 
school lessons, but that was 
the 


extent of his art education. 


"I started drawing trick slides 


for movie houses," 
he recalled, 


'and I was so excited about the 


work that I couldn't sit in school." 


That is one of the most import- 


ant elements about Disney— en- 
thusiasm. When he starts talking 
about a new project, his eyebrows 
move up and down and he practi- 
cally generates steam. Said he: 


"One of the reasons I like Dis- 


neyland is that I'm never through 
with it. It's something you 
can 


keep building and getting 
new 


ideas for. 


"It's 
different with a 
picture, 


he hardest part is getting started 
—trying to figure out if the story 
is worth puting 3'/2 million dollars 
into. The fun begins after you've 
started. It's like being in a fight; 
you keep slugging away and you 
never know if you're geting hurt. 
Then you reach the point where 
there's nothing more you can do 
to it. The creation is over, 
and 


there's a big letdown." 


If Walt has any time for a let- 


down, his coworkers don't notice 
it. He works long hours on 
his 


variety of projects — the feature 
pictures, Disneyland on TV, the 
vast amusement park he is build- 
ing, the new Mickey Mouse Club 
for 
TV. I asked him if he ever 


gets away from work. 


"No, I don't think. I ever do," 


he replied. "Why should I: 
My 


work is a constant source of fun." 


He does have a home life, and 


there he doesn't discuss his work. 
"I 
live in a world of women,", 


he said. He and his wife Lillian 
have two daughters. "They have 
their own problems; no sense in 
bringing mine home." 


It may be heartening for other 


fathers to learn that even Disney 
is not considered a genius by his 
own family. 


Since Disneyland went on 
the 


air, Walt has suddenly found him- 
'selfa star, along' with Mickey 
Mouse and Donald Duck. The TV 
Academy nominated him as one 
of the outstanding new personali- 
ties because of his emcee duties 
on Disneyland George Gobel won 
the Emmy.

liar figure in millions of homes.

is the world's most famous and 
successful hobbyist. 


That may sound like an odd des- 


cription of the creator who 
has 


been called Hollywood's only true 
genius. But Walt himself admits 
that he loves his work. Maybe 
that's whay he has been so suc- 
cessful at it. 


"You 
might say that I have com 


mercialized my hobbies," he said 
in his informal office, where he 
is surrounded by replicas of 
his 


carton figures and posters of fu- 
ture attractions. "As far back as 
I can remember, I loved to draw." 


When he was 14, he 
attended 


three months of Saturday 
art 


classes. After the first World War 
he took a year and a half of night 
school lessons, but that was 
the 


extent of his art education. 


"I started drawing trick slides 


for movie houses," 
he recalled, 


'and I was so excited about the 


work that I couldn't sit in school." 


That is one of the most import- 


ant elements about Disney— en- 
thusiasm. When he starts talking 
about a new project, his eyebrows 
move up and down and he practi- 
cally generates steam. Said he: 


"One of the reasons I like Dis- 


neyland is that I'm never through 
with it. It's something you 
can 


keep building and getting 
new 


ideas for. 


"It's 
different with a 
picture, 


he hardest part is getting started 
—trying to figure out if the story 
is worth puting 3'/2 million dollars 
into. The fun begins after you've 
started. It's like being in a fight; 
you keep slugging away and you 
never know if you're geting hurt. 
Then you reach the point where 
there's nothing more you can do 
to it. The creation is over, 
and 


there's a big letdown." 


If Walt has any time for a let- 


down, his coworkers don't notice 
it. He works long hours on 
his 


variety of projects — the feature 
pictures, Disneyland on TV, the 
vast amusement park he is build- 
ing, the new Mickey Mouse Club 
for 
TV. I asked him if he ever 


gets away from work. 


"No, I don't think. I ever do," 


he replied. "Why should I: 
My 


work is a constant source of fun." 


He does have a home life, and 


there he doesn't discuss his work. 
"I 
live in a world of women,", 


he said. He and his wife Lillian 
have two daughters. "They have 
their own problems; no sense in 
bringing mine home."

fathers to learn that even Disney 
is not considered a genius by his 
own family.

is the world's most famous and 
successful hobbyist. 


That may sound like an odd des- 


cription of the creator who 
has 


been called Hollywood's only true 
genius. But Walt himself admits 
that he loves his work. Maybe 
that's whay he has been so suc- 
cessful at it. 


"You 
might say that I have com 


mercialized my hobbies," he said 
in his informal office, where he 
is surrounded by replicas of 
his 


carton figures and posters of fu- 
ture attractions. "As far back as 
I can remember, I loved to draw." 


When he was 14, he 
attended 


three months of Saturday 
art 


classes. After the first World War 
he took a year and a half of night 
school lessons, but that was 
the 


extent of his art education. 


"I started drawing trick slides 


for movie houses," 
he recalled, 


'and I was so excited about the 


work that I couldn't sit in school." 


That is one of the most import- 


ant elements about Disney— en- 
thusiasm. When he starts talking 
about a new project, his eyebrows 
move up and down and he practi- 
cally generates steam. Said he: 


"One of the reasons I like Dis- 


neyland is that I'm never through 
with it. It's something you 
can 


keep building and getting 
new 


ideas for. 


"It's 
different with a 
picture, 


he hardest part is getting started 
—trying to figure out if the story 
is worth puting 3'/2 million dollars 
into. The fun begins after you've 
started. It's like being in a fight; 
you keep slugging away and you 
never know if you're geting hurt. 
Then you reach the point where 
there's nothing more you can do 
to it. The creation is over, 
and 


there's a big letdown." 


If Walt has any time for a let- 


down, his coworkers don't notice 
it. He works long hours on 
his 


variety of projects — the feature 
pictures, Disneyland on TV, the 
vast amusement park he is build- 
ing, the new Mickey Mouse Club 
for 
TV. I asked him if he ever 


gets away from work. 


"No, I don't think. I ever do," 


he replied. "Why should I: 
My 


work is a constant source of fun." 


He does have a home life, and 


there he doesn't discuss his work. 
"I 
live in a world of women,", 


he said. He and his wife Lillian 
have two daughters. "They have 
their own problems; no sense in 
bringing mine home."

is the world's most famous and 
successful hobbyist. 


That may sound like an odd des- 


cription of the creator who 
has 


been called Hollywood's only true 
genius. But Walt himself admits 
that he loves his work. Maybe 
that's whay he has been so suc- 
cessful at it. 


"You 
might say that I have com 


mercialized my hobbies," he said 
in his informal office, where he 
is surrounded by replicas of 
his 


carton figures and posters of fu- 
ture attractions. "As far back as 
I can remember, I loved to draw." 


When he was 14, he 
attended 


three months of Saturday 
art 


classes. After the first World War 
he took a year and a half of night 
school lessons, but that was 
the 


extent of his art education. 


"I started drawing trick slides 


for movie houses," 
he recalled, 


'and I was so excited about the 


work that I couldn't sit in school." 


That is one of the most import- 


ant elements about Disney— en- 
thusiasm. When he starts talking 
about a new project, his eyebrows 
move up and down and he practi- 
cally generates steam. Said he: 


"One of the reasons I like Dis- 


neyland is that I'm never through 
with it. It's something you 
can 


keep building and getting 
new 


ideas for. 


"It's 
different with a 
picture, 


he hardest part is getting started 
—trying to figure out if the story 
is worth puting 3'/2 million dollars 
into. The fun begins after you've 
started. It's like being in a fight; 
you keep slugging away and you 
never know if you're geting hurt. 
Then you reach the point where 
there's nothing more you can do 
to it. The creation is over, 
and 


there's a big letdown." 


If Walt has any time for a let- 


down, his coworkers don't notice 
it. He works long hours on 
his 


variety of projects — the feature 
pictures, Disneyland on TV, the 
vast amusement park he is build- 
ing, the new Mickey Mouse Club 
for 
TV. I asked him if he ever 


gets away from work. 


"No, I don't think. I ever do," 


he replied. "Why should I: 
My 


work is a constant source of fun." 


He does have a home life, and 


there he doesn't discuss his work. 
"I 
live in a world of women,", 


he said. He and his wife Lillian 
have two daughters. "They have 
their own problems; no sense in 
bringing mine home." 


It may be heartening for other 


fathers to learn that even Disney 
is not considered a genius by his 
own family.

The TV 
Academy nominated him as one 
of the outstanding new personali- 
ties because of his emcee duties 
on Disneyland George Gobel won 
the Emmy.

is the world's most famous and 
successful hobbyist. 


That may sound like an odd des- 


cription of the creator who 
has 


been called Hollywood's only true 
genius. But Walt himself admits 
that he loves his work. Maybe 
that's whay he has been so suc- 
cessful at it. 


"You 
might say that I have com 


mercialized my hobbies," he said 
in his informal office, where he 
is surrounded by replicas of 
his 


carton figures and posters of fu- 
ture attractions. "As far back as 
I can remember, I loved to draw." 


When he was 14, he 
attended 


three months of Saturday 
art 


classes. After the first World War 
he took a year and a half of night 
school lessons, but that was 
the 


extent of his art education. 


"I started drawing trick slides 


for movie houses," 
he recalled, 


'and I was so excited about the 


work that I couldn't sit in school." 


That is one of the most import- 


ant elements about Disney— en- 
thusiasm. When he starts talking 
about a new project, his eyebrows 
move up and down and he practi- 
cally generates steam. Said he: 


"One of the reasons I like Dis- 


neyland is that I'm never through 
with it. It's something you 
can 


keep building and getting 
new 


ideas for. 


"It's 
different with a 
picture, 


he hardest part is getting started 
—trying to figure out if the story 
is worth puting 3'/2 million dollars 
into. The fun begins after you've 
started. It's like being in a fight; 
you keep slugging away and you 
never know if you're geting hurt. 
Then you reach the point where 
there's nothing more you can do 
to it. The creation is over, 
and 


there's a big letdown." 


If Walt has any time for a let- 


down, his coworkers don't notice 
it. He works long hours on 
his 


variety of projects — the feature 
pictures, Disneyland on TV, the 
vast amusement park he is build-

TV. I asked him if he ever 


gets away from work. 


"No, I don't think. I ever do," 


he replied. "Why should I:

work is a constant source of fun." 


He does have a home life, and 


there he doesn't discuss his work.

he said. He and his wife Lillian 
have two daughters. "They have 
their own problems; no sense in 
bringing mine home."

HOLLYWOOD Wl— Walt Disney 


is the world's most famous and 
successful hobbyist. 


That may sound like an odd des- 


cription of the creator who 
has 


been called Hollywood's only true 
genius. But Walt himself admits 
that he loves his work. Maybe 
that's whay he has been so suc- 
cessful at it. 


"You 
might say that I have com 


mercialized my hobbies," he said 
in his informal office, where he 
is surrounded by replicas of 
his 


carton figures and posters of fu- 
ture attractions. "As far back as 
I can remember, I loved to draw." 


When he was 14, he 
attended 


three months of Saturday 
art 


classes. After the first World War 
he took a year and a half of night 
school lessons, but that was 
the 


extent of his art education. 


"I started drawing trick slides 


for movie houses," 
he recalled, 


'and I was so excited about the 


work that I couldn't sit in school." 


That is one of the most import- 


ant elements about Disney— en- 
thusiasm. When he starts talking 
about a new project, his eyebrows 
move up and down and he practi- 
cally generates steam. Said he: 


"One of the reasons I like Dis- 


neyland is that I'm never through 
with it. It's something you 
can 


keep building and getting 
new 


ideas for. 


"It's 
different with a 
picture, 


he hardest part is getting started 
—trying to figure out if the story 
is worth puting 3'/2 million dollars 
into. The fun begins after you've 
started. It's like being in a fight; 
you keep slugging away and you 
never know if you're geting hurt. 
Then you reach the point where 
there's nothing more you can do 
to it. The creation is over, 
and 


there's a big letdown." 


If Walt has any time for a let- 


down, his coworkers don't notice 
it. He works long hours on 
his 


variety of projects — the feature 
pictures, Disneyland on TV, the 
vast amusement park he is build-

TV. I asked him if he ever 


gets away from work. 


"No, I don't think. I ever do," 


he replied. "Why should I:

work is a constant source of fun."
